Massachusetts Answers 
T LEAST one Massachusetts newspaper has answered | 
the Automotive Daily News with regard to its posi-! 
tion on compulsory insurance. In a recent issue the Quincy | 
Ledger comments on the stand taken by this paper as fol-| 
lows: “The Automotive Daily News is not in favor of com-| 
pulsory insurance and advocates waiting at least a year| 
before other states make any change in their laws. The first! 
three months are used to show what a failure it was with} 
many accidents. The big point will be, how does it work out 
financially to those injured’? 

In commenting on the increased percentage of accidents 
shown during the first months of operation of the Massa- 
chusetts law, the Automotive Daily News was careful to 
point out that it would not be fair to judge the law on the! 
basis of this brief period. It must have at least a year to 
prove whether it is a success or a failure. We certainly do 
advocate delay by other states for at least a year before 
jumping into compulsory insurance laws, which are today 
practically untried. Massachusetts is acting as the guinea 
pig for experimentation. Let us wait and see what happens 
to the guinea pig. 

When the Quincy Ledger says that “the big point will 
be, how does it work out financially to those injured?” it is 
stating only a half truth. It will be quite as important to see 
how the law works out in its effect on accidents. If it works 
to relax the present none too strict standards of caution, 
which it well may do, human psychology being what it is, so 
that the accident toll is materially increased, the law will 
have to work miracles in protecting the financial interests of 
those injured to justify itself. 

We are willing to wait and see just what the Massachu- 
setts law does in practical application and we earnestly hope
